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PEEFACE. 

DiPPicuLTiBs to a young boy learning Greek become really 
severe when he haa passed his first stage marked by — 
(a) The earlier Part of the " Greek Primer > " 
(6) So»m« corresponding Exercise Book (such as the 
" Delectus^" Mayor's " Greek Keader," etc.), in 
which help from the Vocabulary is abundant 
and easily gained by the feeblest scholar. 

At the second stcege, rej«esented by the mysteries of a 
real author (however easy) and a Greek Lexicon, most 
young scholars break down, and are a long time before 
they pick up enough strength to make any peieeptible 
advance. 

The main causes of thi» collapse are : — 

1. The more complicated usage of the Artide, 

2. The endless differences of Preposition-^meanings. 

3. The difficulties of the Lexicon-use, especially in the 

case of Compound Verbs* 

To bridge over the gap between the first and second 
stages is the object of the present Manual, which has been 
used at Elstree for some time with encouraging results. 

1. Some longer sentences than those of the " Delectus " 
offer a gradual instruction in the essential renderings of 
the Article^ Noun^ Verb. 
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2. Simple meanings of the Fr^Msitiona, with immediate 
Examples, are given, to familiarize a boy with their com- 
monest changes of meaning when used with different 
cases. 

3. On each Paper a number of Verbs compounded of 
Prepositions, are offered for — 

(a) Illustrating the Preposition-meaning ; 
(5) The important practice of looking out such words 
in the Lexicon. 

4. At the end of each exercise some idiomatic uses of 
the Prepositions will be found, useful to older scholars. 

5. A number of passages from Thucydides and Xeno- 
phon are placed at the end of the book, giving abundant 
translation-exercise to a' boy when he has gone through 
the earliest parts of the Papers. 

The Manual would represent, in the hands of a fairly 
able boy, a good term's work (omitting, of course, the 
idiomatic phrases), after which he might with confidence 
attack the general dijfficulties of an easy author. 

The manner of explaining the Preposition-meanings and 
several of the illustrations and idioms, are taken &om 
Donaldson's " Larger Greek Grammar." 

For its Miscellaneous Sentences, for several Exercises, 
and for its general revision, the little bpok is indebted to 
the Kev. F. B. Firman.
